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Legislative Compromise Is Reached 


During the final hours ofthefourth special 
session of the Florida Legislature ending 
July 1. lawmakers approved a compromise 
funding package to benefit education. The 
state faced a major funding crisis as the 
current budget had expired at midnight on 
JuneSOand state agencies were operating 
without an approved budget. 

Until the compromise was reached, there 
was much speculation about how govern¬ 
ment would continue to run. It was feared 
that state agencies, including community 
colleges, might be forced to shut down. 
One alternative being considered was that 
workers would volunteer their services to 
maintain essential services protecting the 
lives and property of Rorida cifizens. The 
governor indicated that the volunteers 
would probably be paid retroactively when 
a new budget was finally approved and that 
workers in the education system would 
probably have to wait for their paychecks 
until the budget was approved, 
in the compromise, the governor ac¬ 
cepted the S31.5 billion state budget which 
included a $298 million tax package. This 
was far short of the $1.35 billion tax plan he 
had been seeking. The compromise was a 
surprise since Chiles had vowed to veto any 
budget that did not include additional reve¬ 
nue tor health care, educafion and public 
safety. 

During the first part of the fourth special 
session, the House and Senate had initialty 
approved spending plans which cut, rather 
than increased.educafion funds. But facing 
an eminent veto of the plans by Chiles, a 
measure adding taxes for goods and serv¬ 
ices was approved. A special legislative 
session will be held in November to make 
final decisions regarding tax reforms. 

The revenue from the new taxes, primarily 
new taxes on the business community and 
investments, will provide some of the addi¬ 
tional monies needed for education. 

However, community colleges still lost 
ground even with the new tax plan. PBCC 
must now accept funding that is approxi¬ 
mately $700,000 short of PBCC’s 1991- 


1992 beginning budget. Legislative appro¬ 
priations of $24,005,935 are expected, but 
this is short of the original budget request 
for the 1992-1993 year. 

During the regular legislative session 
ending in March, the governor had rejected 
the "reality" budget passed by the legisla¬ 
ture and had demanded the approval of his 
"investment" budget. The "investmenf 
budget contained an additional $90 million 
needed for the Florida community college 
system, while the "reality" budget would 
have cut funding to community colleges by 
$20 million less than the current year. 

In another measure approved by the leg¬ 
islature. community colleges are now al¬ 
lowed to increase fees by 15 percent. 


Since the highly-successful Get Jazzed 
About Education Gala raised approxi¬ 
mately $20,000 for PBCC student scholar¬ 
ships last fall, four students have directly 
benefittedfrom the PBCC-Palm Beach Mall 
event. To date, scholarships have been 
awarded to Sherry Dile, Christine Glantzis, 
Joanne Masiker and Kenneth Mueller. 
Sponsored by the Edward J. DeBartolo 
Corporat'ion, the Palm Beach Mall was one 
of 20 DeBartolo malls that held scholarship 
benefits to assist the communities they 
serve in providing quality educational op¬ 
portunities for students. 

According to Palm Beach Mall Manager 
Stan Aranda, "Get Jazzed About Education 
is a great program and the DeBartolo Cor¬ 
poration and the Palm Beach Mall will con¬ 
tinue to support student scholarships at 
PBCC." 

In recognizing the importance of the 
scholarship benefit, several businesses 
and industries made corporate donations. 


During the May 1992 PBCC board meeting, 
trustees had passed a 10 percent increase 
in anticipation of the legislature’s actions. 
The PBCC Board of Trustees may now 
consider an increase of up-to-15 percent. 
The increase is being used as replacement 
monies by the legislature in an attempt to 
impose user fees rather than approve more 
new taxes. 

While PBCC welcomes the compromise 
budget and the increase in student fees, 
the total budget still falls short of what is 
actually needed for the 1992-1993 aca¬ 
demic year. A number of measures in place 
to meet the shortfall includes increased 
class sizes, no new or expanded programs, 
limited professional development and 


travel opportunities, decreased I ibrary serv¬ 
ice hours and curtailed athletic programs. 

During the past year, the PBCC budget 
had been reduced to a bare-bones level, 
and no personnel salary increases or incre¬ 
ments were given. In addition, the College 
has suffered from several years of under 
funding of student enrollment. 

The College is still short of needed fund¬ 
ing for planned programs and activities. It 
is hoped that some of these dollars will 
come from private donations to the Palm 
Beach Community College Foundation. 

The full impact of the legislative appro¬ 
priations package will not be known for 
several weeks.

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Outstanding Employee Focus: Dan O’Connell 


Assistant Professor of Social Science 
Daniel W. 0’Connell...a man of many hats 
(he wears them to inspire his students to 
get into character when discussing issues 
in the various social science classes he 
teaches) and Palm Beach Community Col¬ 
lege’s 1992 Central Campus Teacher of 
the Year Award recipient is both Yankee 
Doodle Dandy and Mambo King (weB, at 
least as a dancer, he’s trying). 

O'Connell received his master of laws 
degree in urban affairs/grovirth manage¬ 
ment from the University of Missouri-Kan- 
sas School of Law in 1978 after completing 
his juris doctorate from the University of 
Ftorida School of Law in 1965. In 1963, 
O’Connell graduated from the University of 
Florida with his bachelor of arts degree in 
political science. 

Professionally, O’Connell’s varied and 
rich background has taken him to many 
arenas, including serving as special coun¬ 
sel to Governor Bob Graham (where he 
was also &ovirth Management PoBcy Co¬ 
ordinator in the Governor’s Office of Plan- 
ning and Budgeting). Additionally, 
O’Connell was a member of the law firm of 
O’Connell and O’Connell as well as the firm 
of Ross, Hardies, O’Keefe, Babcock and 
Parsons. 

But while O’Connell had a promising ca¬ 
reer in the courtroom, he chose the class¬ 
room instead. "I did not enjoy practicing 
law...l basically went to law school and 
became an attorney to please my family. 
I’ve committed the rest of my life to becom¬ 



ing a master teacher. I’ve spent the last 
three years of full-time study and practice 
at the community college level of education 
to master the art, craft and science of teach¬ 
ing. I recognize, however, that the mastery 
of teaching will be a fifelong undertaking." 

O’Connell has zealously embraced his 
desire to become a master teacher, and his 
students are used to seeing him dressed as 
any number of historical figures, from 
James Madison, when he is teaching Con¬ 
stitution law (O’ConneB says teaching the 
Constitution is like teaching the Bible and 
that Madison is the father of both the Con¬ 
stitution and the Bill of Rights), to George 
Bush or Ronald Reagan (rubber masks add 
to the illusion). He has also donned a water¬ 
shooting Uzi and ski mask when discussing 


terrorism. While his students are usually 
amused by their instructor’s now legendary 
antics, O’Connell is quick to point out that 
his primary concern is teaching, not enter¬ 
taining. 

"Initially, I’d rent a certain costume in 
order to dramatize a parfcular point or 
event in history. What may have started out 
as entertainment, at 
least in the minds of 
the students, quickly 
became a history les¬ 
son that involved the 
students directly. 

When I cover the Vir¬ 
ginia Ratification Con¬ 
vention, students are 
required to partidpate 
as Federalists and 
anti-Federalists. By 
joining in on the mind 
set of the conventton 
delegates, the stu¬ 
dents learn about 
what actually hap¬ 
pened historically 
when attempts were 
made to ratify the 
Constitution." 

In 1984, O’Connell 
arrived at Palm 
Beach Community College as an adjunct 
political science instructor. Quickly estab¬ 
lishing himself as both a dedicated and 
committed proponent of higher education, 
he accepted the position of assistant pro¬ 


fessor of social science on a full-time basis 
at the College in 1989. 

Commenting on his teaching, O’Connell 
says, "I try to personalize my lectures. I truly 
believe that if the students know an instruc¬ 
tor takes the time to prepare for a class, 
they, in turn, are prepared to learn." 

But O’ConneB’s life is not aB books and 
lesson plans. He enjoys 
travel and visited Mos¬ 
cow, Russia and Kiev, 
Ukraine on a U.S. 
Friendship Force ex¬ 
change visit over Christ¬ 
mas break last year. The 
ever-enthusiastic globe¬ 
trotter, O’Connell spent 
last summer studying 
Spanish in Cuernavaca, 
Mexico. But, this sum¬ 
mer, O’Connell took his 
biggest trip to date. It 
was a trip up the aisle. 
O’ConneB and his fiance 
Ruth BroccoD were mar¬ 
ried on June 13. 
O’Connell, an avid 
dance buff, will, un¬ 
doubtedly, be waltzing 
into the sunset with his 
new bride (he proposed 
to her at sunrise on Christmas Day last 
year) and looking forward to the life he has 
always envisioned. "I am becoming what I 
long wanted to be...a good teacher, a good 
citizen, a good husband and a good friend."

Outstanding Employee Focus: Kim Niemczyk 


On her very first day in kindergarten, she 
knew she wanted to teach kindergarten. In 
first grade, she was sure she was going to 
teach first grade. And today, Kim Niemczyk 
teaches at Palm Beach Community College 
and was recently selected as the South 
Campus 1992 Teacher of the Year. 

Niemczyk recalls. "I always wanted to be 
a teacher, and I just love PBCC South 
Campus! It must sound trite to say we are 
one big happy family, but everyone is so 
supportive and friendly. We all work well 
together." In addition to taking courses and 
teaching new classes, she finds time to 
write, serve on the faculty development and 
faculty mentoring committees, volunteer as 
assistant superintendent of Sunday 
schools at Advent Lu¬ 
theran Church, bake 
from scratch and 
squeeze an occasional 
game of checkers with 
her six-year old son 
Brian into her schedule. 

No wonder this "wonder 
woman" was selected 
from 113 applicants and 
21 finafists to teach at 
PBCC. The interview 
committee reported, 

"She is committed to 
teaching and to her aca¬ 
demic field. We believe 
she vrin be a tremendous 
asset to our South Cam¬ 
pus faculty." 

As a PBCC South 
Campus senior commu¬ 
nications instructor, 

Niemczyk says she en¬ 
joys teaching introduc¬ 
tory courses. "I like to 
make a subject come 
alive for the student. It’s ther first glimpse 
into the field. I try to present an enth usiastic. 


relaxed and humorous approach." She 
says she incorporates communications 
theory, background, classics and seman¬ 
tics into the class while supporting the stu¬ 
dents’ efforts to vwite, speak and refine 
their communications skSIs. 

Niemczyk recalls one student from a 
night class who was so nervous about pub¬ 
lic speaking that she ran out of the room. "I 
actually held her arm as she introduced 
herself to everyone. She later took my pub¬ 
lic speaking class and svritched her major 
to communications." According to 
Niemczyk, the studenfs paper was se¬ 
lected for an undergraduate panel. ’The 
student was wilfing to work and had deter- 
minatton, intelligence and skill. I was there 
tofacilitate the process. Likea midwife, you 
have nothing to do with 
the process, but your 
assistance facilitates 
the result," she said. 

When she is not in the 
classroom, Niemczyk 
serves on several PBCC 
South Campus commit¬ 
tees and works with 
other faculty members 
to develop new courses 
and research papers. 
She has been involved 
with the Faculty Devel¬ 
opment Center since its 
inception last year.’The 
center has sponsored 
some really wonderful 
workshops, and it 
shows that faculty can 
work together and sup¬ 
port one another. I am 
also working with the 
Mentor Committee to 
devetop a faculty-men¬ 
toring program," she added. Niemczyk 
hopes the pSot mentoring program will be 



in place next year. FuB-time faculty vrill vrork 
with the adjunct-mentoring program, and 
she said that new faculty members are 
enthusiastic about vwking with the center. 

In preparation for future courses, she has 
worked with several PBCC Central Cam¬ 
pus colleagues to develop an Art of Think¬ 
ing class for PBCC South Campus. 
Niemczyk notes, "It is especially important 
to work with colleagues in faculty develop¬ 
ment so we can all become better teach¬ 
ers." 

Before coming to Palm Beach Community 
College in 1987, Niemczyk taught at 
Broward Community College. Pensacola 
Junior College and Florida Atlantic Univer¬ 
sity (FAU). She received her associate in 
arts degree from Broward Community Col¬ 
lege. bachelor’s degree from Florida Atlan¬ 
tic University and master of arts from 
Rorida State University. "When 1 first went 
to college. I svritched majors from English 
to literature to psychology... then I took a 
speech class. Halfway through the class. 1 
thought, this is it! Communications com¬ 
bined writing, my love of words, drama and 
human nature. I realized that this is stuff I 


could read and enjoy for the next fwe years. 

I fell in love with the subject," she said. 

Niemczyk says she is now planning to 
work on her doctorate at FAU in her "spare 
time." 

And her days are packed with activity. 
She has written several papers, one of 
which "Listening First; A Classical Perspec¬ 
tive," has been published in the Florida 
Communication Journal, She also pre¬ 
sented a paper on censorship at the last 
Florida Communication Conference. 
Niemczyk also finds time to serve as ex¬ 
ecutive secretary of the Florida Communi¬ 
cation Association and is a member of the 
National Council of Teachers of English, 
the Florida College English Association, 
the United Faculty of Florida and the Florida 
Association of Community Colleges. Cur¬ 
rently, she is working on a joint project virith 
other faculty members, and she writes hu¬ 
morous articles. 

She said that the responsibilities associ¬ 
ated vrith the Teacher of the Year Award 
have been "driving me nuts." She is teach¬ 
ing six classes and taking one class, trying 
to write and cheering on her son at his 
soccer games. Every time something had 
to be done for the award, such as a photo 
or story. Niemczyk had to interrupt her tight 
schedule. 

"It might sound odd. but I don1 have time 
to be Teacher of the Year. But I am grateful 
for the honor because the selection was 
made by my colleagues. Any award is a 
reflection of all of us because we work so 
closely together. I want everyone to know 
how much I appreciate their support," she 
concludes. 

Ever since kindergarten, Kim was certain 
of her future in education. Maybe there is a 
kindergarten teacher somewhere in Chi¬ 
cago we can all thank for first inspiring Kim 
Niemczyk, the PBCC South Campus 
Teacher of the Year.

Lee Reese 

An Officer And A Gentleman 


Bad boys, bad boys...what you gonna 
do? What you gonna do when they come 
for you? Excerpted from the COPS theme 
song (the FOX Network's ratings power¬ 
house), the reggae-flavored tune has be¬ 
come an anthem of sorts for police and 
sheriff departments aaoss America. 

For thousands of police officers, the job 
can be both rewarding and thankiess. A pat 
on the back is often substituted by an at¬ 
tempted blow to the head or slap in the 
face. But the brave men and women, sworn 
to serve and protect, shoulder their respon¬ 
sibilities well; albeit, in some instances, 
their shoulders were not always designed 
to carry such weight. 

And while the weight of protecting the 
private sector rests on the shoulders of 
many able-bodied officers, it is the police 
chief to whom those officers turn for guid¬ 
ance and direction. Occupying the office of 
chief of poiice is like being a juggler under 
the big top in a circus. The spotlight’s al¬ 
ways on, and there is no margin for error. 
It takes an individual with the innate ability 
to remain calm and collected under the 
most difficult of circumstances. It takes 
strength and an unbending will to uphold 
the law. It takes a man like Lee Reese. 

A1977 graduate of the Palm Beach Com¬ 
munity College criminal justice program (he 
earned his bachelor of science degree in 
criminal justice from Nova University in 
1979), Reese began his career with the 
Lake Worth Police Department (LWPD) in 
1972 as a police officer assigned to the 
road patrol. Six years later, in 1978, he was 
promoted to sergeant. Within two years, 
Reese’s exceptional aMities as a police 
professional were recognized once more 
when he was promoted again, this time to 
lieutenant. A year later, Reese heard that 
promotion tune again when he assumed 
the position of captain. His meteoric rise up 
the administrative ladder may have been 
dizzying for some, but the ever-controlled 
and level-headed Reese had no thoughts 
of apprehension when he accepted the 
reins as chief of police for the City of Lake 
Worth in 1982. 

Since assuming that role, Reese has 
been credited with establishing a wide 
range of programs designed to improve the 
quality of life in Lake Worth. One of Reese’s 


most successful innovations has been the 
establishment of the Lake Worth Police 
Department South Substation adjacent to 
the Osborne Community Center. Estab¬ 
lished to provide a constant police pres¬ 
ence in a neighborhood subject to crime on 
a routine basis, the substation allows com¬ 
munity residents to easily and conveniently 
voice their concerns and suggestfons for 


community improvement. 

LWPD Lieutenant Mark Lewis proudly 
stresses the fact that the substation is an 
innovation credited to Lee Reese. "Lee 
Reese is concerned about what’s happen¬ 
ing all over Lake Worth." 


The LWPD provides a highly-visible po¬ 
lice presence, where its concerned officers 
attend Crime Watch meetings regularly. It 
is a police force directly involved with the 
community it serves. This program, called 
Community Policing, is another innovation 
credited to Lee Reese. 


The concept places police officers on foot 
or on bikes during the day in specific neigh¬ 
borhoods. Residents are able to call their 
officers who carry portable pagers. Officers 
assigned to this patrol are actively trying to 
improve the safety and security in their 
designated patrols. "Going that extra step 
is what Community Policing is all about," 
says Reese. "We realize that serving the 


community makesthe community." 

Reese is enthusiastic about continuously 
upgrading programs instituted by the 
LWPD and allows his officers to upgrade 
their own skills and education as well at 
nearby PBGC or other local colleges and 


universities. 

"I strongly promote higher education for 
all our officers," says Reese. "And, as a 
graduate of PBGC, I have a particular inter¬ 
est in that institution. My life is a commercial 
for PBGG. Educationally, it’s a very impor¬ 
tant part of my life and my wife’s life as 


well." Reese met his wife Rory while taking 
a psychology class at the Gollege. 

Reese contends that good values make 
good police officers. And he’s convinced 
that he owes PBGGfor some of his positive 
attitude and success in the police profes¬ 
sion. "I gained good values at PBGC. 
PBGG encourages self-confidence. I 
wouldn’t be where I am today without 
PBGG. The Gollege gave me the confi¬ 
dence to pursue my professional career. “ 

Reese continues to "give back" to the 
alma mater that gave him his start. Not only 
is Reese ctosely involved with the Gol- 
lege’s criminal justice program, he also 
serves as a board member for the PBGG 
Foundation and actively supports the arts 
and the Gollege through his membership in 
the Friends of the Duncan Theatre Gom- 
mittee. 

While Reese is a dedicated proponent of 
higher education and PBGG, his first pro¬ 
fessional priority is the LWPD. According 
to LWPD Lt. Mark Lewis, "Ghief Lee Reese 
has brought the men and women of the 
Lake Worth Police Department together 
through a team effort." And it’s Reese’s 
team effort that has led to a professional 
diversity of officers and units specifically 
designed to serve the residents of Lake 
Worth.

LIBRARIES EXPAND 
COMPUTER ACCESS 


A new iibrary informafion network wiil be 
added to the current PBCC electronic ii¬ 
brary beginning in the fall of 1992. 

The system is an automated network for 
over 60 libraries at 28 community and junior 
colleges in Rorida. PBCC is scheduled to 
receive 40 new terminals districtwide for 
this system which is administered by the 
Coilege Center for Library Automaton in 
Tallahassee. The vendor selected for this 
system is Data Research Associates 
(DRA). Students using the DRA system will 
have on-line access to all library coliections 
within the Palm Beach Community Coliege 
system in addition to holdings at aii 28 
community and junior colleges, the state 
university system and internal data bases. 

According to PBCC District Library Direc¬ 
tor Brian Keiley, The computer terminals 
open up a whole new world of information 
for students, providing access by subject to 
all audio/visual materials, periodicals and 
books under one search." Kelley says the 
current PBCC electronic library system has 
the ability to search the Coliege’s holdings 
(150,000 tities) by title and author. The new 
system can access 5.2 millton books and 
sources by title, author and. for the first 
time, subject. Students can use phone mo¬ 
dems to dial in from home to look up hold¬ 
ings and even piece holds on books. 

The DRA system includes external data 
bases such as Infotrac and allows peri¬ 
odical index searches to appear on a com¬ 
puter screen through dial up phone modem 
access orthrough the terminals at all PBCC 
campus library locations. 

Kelley is one of six members of the Col¬ 
lege Center for Library Automatfon (CCLA) 
selection team .The CCLA was created two 
and-a-half years ago to choose the auto¬ 
mated library vendor best suited to the 
needs of over 60 libraries at 28 Fiorida 
community and junior colleges. The pro¬ 
gram is state-funded directly from the Lot¬ 
tery. (CCLA funds are perhaps the only 
project which enhances, instead of dis¬ 
places. funds for programs at Ftorida’s 
community and junior colieges.)

Nestled somewhere in the truth that 
becomes folklore, legend and history is 
the story of a woman who devoted her life 
to caring for the sick and wounded, with 
little consideration for her own welfare.

Morgan Lecture Hall will stand as a monu¬ 
ment to her outstanding achievements 
and dedication to education. 

Despite Morgan’s tireless efforts on be¬ 
half of education, she has a richly reward¬ 
ing life outside of the classroom. As the 
first single parent to adopt a child in Palm 
Beach County, Morgan’s daughter Gwen 
has added a special dimension to her life. 
It was in 1963 that Morgan made her 
decision to adopt. And while adoption by 
single parents has become more com¬ 
mon, it was not the norm in the early ’60s. 

While Betty Morgan’s retirement from 
PBCC in June of this year vinll leave an 
emptiness for all those who have worked 
with her over the yeais, she will not be 
forgotten. As future nursing students sit in 
the lecture hall so fittingly named in her 
honor, they will pursue a discipline that 
made Betty Morgan proud. Like her, they, 
too. will one day become nurses. And, if 
they are fortunate, like her, they also will 
love their profession enough to impart it 
to others.
